Gen. Buller Massing Troops for the Relief 
of Ladysmith. 


More Troops Arriving at the Cape. 


Lord Roberts to Arrive in 12 Dayz. 


pe Win. veg, Dec. 30th, 
It is reported that Cémmissiorer 
‘ Herchmer will command the mornt- 
ed police squadron in the Transvaal 
contingent, 
lorenzo, Marquez, Dec. 30: The 
German steamer .Dundrath, belong- 
ing to the German East Africa line 
has been captured as a prize and tak- 
She had on board mil- 
itary experts for the Boers. 
London, Dec. 30; The 
ortie from Ladysmith resulting 
Fine capture of a Boer position is not 
confirmed. A  Chieveley despatch 
dated Lec, 29, makes no mention of it 


and some messages show; renewed :c- 
tivity upon the part of the, British, 
apparently preparatory to some ac- 
, tion. It also mentions that the Boer 
‘ position ‘eastward of the camp was 
' throughly reconnoitered on Dec. 28, 
without drawing the enemy. The 
neval guns aré engaged in daily prac- 
tice and it is.said on good. authority, 
that 30 or 40 Boers have been killed 
by the firing during the two days. 

A dspatch from Durban predicts 
Ladysmith will be relieved on or about 
Jan. 7th. While there is nothing to 
bear out this forecast there is some 
disposition to believe that Gen. Bul- 
ler is preparing. for another attempt 
to advance this time by an attack on 
the Boer position on Inhlawe Moun- 
tain. - 

The correspondent Loadon News in 
Ladysmith referring to the continu- 
al Lombardment of the town by che 
Boers mentions that on the 23rd sev- 
eral shells fell in succession near the 
headquarters-and .one room in the 
building was wrecked. Gen. Whit», 
who had been’ confined to headquart- 
ers owing tc enteric fever, had a nar- 
Tow escape: and was moved to an- 
other part of the camp. The British 
general is now convalescent. 

In a despatch to the Lendon Post 
describing the treatment of British 
prisoners in Pretoria, Winston Chureh- 
ill states that though the officers are 
very despondent at their forced inac- 
tivity no fear is entertained for their 
lives or health. The rank and file 
are without money and very unhappy. 

As the transport Atlantian, on ar- 
riving at Cape Town. yesterday with 
two batteries of fieid artillery and a 
number of the columm of the fifth 
division, was despatched for Durban. 
Puller’s next battle will hkely be de- 
ferred until the middle of next week. 
He will then virtually have under his 

“® direct command three of the five 
divisions sent to the Cape, with the 
5 fourth division locked under Gen. 
White in Ladysmith. The remaining 
division is distributed along the west- 
ern and northern frontiers, with 4,000 
men, the original garrisons and con- 
siderable cavalry added. He has <all- 
ed three divisions into Natal for the 
relief of the fourth instead of carry- 
ing them inio the Free State in accord- 
ance with his own plan formed b2- 
fore he left *Edndon. The failure to 
relieve Ladysmith, after so complete 
an abandonment of his original plan 
of campaign. would be ruinous to his 
reputation. »He is evidently strengib- 
ening his army. by ajl the. means in, his 
power and will make a.determined 
effort to crush Commandant Jou- 
bert’s force and rescue the belvagur- 
ed garrison before’ afrival of General 
Roberts, who will ‘be due in Cape Town 
in twelve days. After the arrival of 
the Majestic at the Cape, where she 
i is due to-day. with 2,000 infantry, 
there will be oniy one transport, the 
. Victorian, with 400 cavairy, to ester 
port for a week. The sixth division 
will begin to. arrive about the time 
; Roberts assumes command so that he 
“~s will have’’10,000 fresh troops by the 
middle of January. Vive battalions of 
the seventh division. will’ start from 
England next Thursday and by the 
, second week in February he will have 
' 10,000 additional men.

SOUTH AFRICAN MOUNTED RIFLES. 


The militia orders for enrollment of 
the Canadian Mounted Riiles and ar- 


tillery for South Africa are dated 
Dec. 20th. 
The rifles comprise three service 


squedrons of 160 men each and a regi- 
mental staff of 51, total 431.A Lieut.- 
Col. is in command of the division with 
a second in command and an adjutant. 


Each, -squadron is conimanded by a 
major, a captain and four smbalterns. 
Each squadren is divided into four 
troops of forty men each. 

“A” squadron is raised in Eastern 
Canada and “RB” and “‘C” squadrons in 
Manitoba and the Territories , “C” 
squadron is divided as follows: ist 
Troop Prince Albert, Battleford and 
Regina. with headquarters at Regin:. 
2nd Troop Moosomin, Qu’Appelle and 
Kegina with headquarters ‘at Regina. 
8rd Troop, Lethbridge, Fort MacLeod, 
Medicine Hat and Maple Creek, with 
headquarters at Medicine Hat. 4th 
Troop, Calgary and Edmonton, with 
headquarters at Calgary: 


The qualifications of men are: 
Height 5 feet 6 in., with 34 inches chest 
measurement; Age not less than 22 
nor more‘than 40. Term of service six 
months with liability for one year. 
Rations, clothing and equipment free. 
Pa'ly at rates allowed N. W. M. Police 
until disembarkation in South Africa. 
After that date pay by Imperial gov- 
ernment. 

Men who are aecepted may offer 
their own _ horses. Requirements; 
Age 5 to 10 years, height 15 to 16 1-2 
hands, and sound, Speciaily stout well 
built, horses of 14 hands 3 inches may 
be purchased. Veterinary examina- 
tion at places. of enrollment. § “©” 
squadron and Nos. 3 and 4 troops of 
“B” squadron will be supplied with 
the Mexican saddle, Regulation 
cavalry saddles will be supplied the 
others.

They were also 
instructed to ask Strathcona and Fort Sas- 
katchewan if they would pool their contri- 
butions with Edmonton.

mercy. If the market is good it is the 
Bulletin’s business to tell him so, and 
if it is bad it is not less its business to 
keep him posted. The Bulletin recog- 
nizes the right of the buyer to keep 
his prices to himself if he wants to. 
It is none of this journal’s business 
how much or how little he pays, ex- 
cept as a matter of information for its 
readers.

A fire occured at the Hudson’s Bay 
Co. post, when an old building that was 
being used ais acanpenter shop in some 
way caught fire and destroyed a pair 
of bobs, some tools and other small 
truck that will gather in outhouses. 
The; fire. occureG about midnight when 
all the better element were in bed. 
Tney tumbled out lively but scantily 
clad and ‘somewhat rattled and were 
joined by the few who were still in 
the jungles and snow. The only fire 
extinguishes out here was thrown on 
the burning with little success, how- 


ever, end to-day we are one land mark 


less. 

There was a stereoptican display at 

the English church mission the other 
night and a number of the faithful 
and others attended. The Rev. Geo. 
Holmes is a fluent Cree talker and, to 
the white people the feature of the 
display was his explanation in Cree, 
as that is the language spoken here al- 
most exclusively. His explanations in 
that language were very helpful to 
those learning the native tongue. 

As to fur. Not much is being killed 
around here yet. The weather is all 
that; sould be desired but the natives 
have not quite got down to bed rock. 
They still have the price and until they 
are broke the marten and other fur 
bearing animals can hold the fort. 

There has been a splendid crop of 
potatoes here this year, and om the 
Péace river where they goin for more 
extensive farming, 2 large yield is re- 
ported. 

Perhaps 206,000 white fish is a fair 
estimate of the fish put up for = sia 
consumption here. They are 
splendid quality, and dussiacaes" tines 
potatoes, the staple diet. 
frozen in between 
here and the Landing. The goods were 
eached on the bank and the boatmen 
packed in here. They are at the pre- 
sent writing getting ready to bring the 
loads up with sleighs. One was a Hud- 
son Bay Co. boat, one Guilleme Des- 
jarlais’ and the other in charge of a 
parity of natives who had been out to 
sell scrip and bring in goods.

The snow is everywhere in this coun- 
try and has been for weeks, The 
water in the lakes disappeared in late 
November and the entire population, 
outside of a few “okemous” and a 
favored missionary or two, are back 
to’ that fare of ali fares, “spuds” and 
whitefish; (may the lake never cease 
to nourish them), The geese and 
ducks have passed south toa warmer 
clime and a few roving Klondikers 
heading in the same direction, have 
concluded to stay with us during the 
winter. Our warm reception and the 
temperature of local diversion was too 
gongenial. to resist. “It savors of 
home” is:‘the way one man pnt it. And 
the chance to purchase the ever sale- 
able cigarette made another feel “like 
an English gentleman,” despite his 
ragged raiment and a body that had 
not been in touch with walter for 


months. So much for our reputation 
from the roving Klondiker’s, stand- 
point. There may be little in it that 


reflects credit in the eyes of an out- 
sider, but to a Slave laker it means 
much. | These men have _ been 
against a hard, hard game from the 
outskirts of Edmonton to wherever 
their unbroken bronchos saw fit to 
steer,them. They passed here as they 
were going north and gave us the go- 
bye, om account, as their actions spoke 
of a2 superior clay that was used in 
their construction. They thought us 
Indians, no doubt, and perhaps we act- 
ed like such. We, however, meant 
them no harm and took no offense. 
Their appreciation of our hospitality 
now is flattering, to say the least. As 
yet we cannot say we have noticed any 
change in Jocal manners and when we 
sit down to our daily fish with our 
guests, outside of their appetites, we 


cannot see much difference between 
jus. They car tell us howto 
trade of course, how to hunt 


and other accomplishments that only a 
Klondiker knows anything about. 
But that is natural, of course. They 
have travelled so far and under differ- 
ent circumstances. For instance 
there is an Englishman across the bay 
who left England six years ayo, came 
over in a baat the name of which» for- 
get, though I have heard him tel! it 
fifty times, and arrived in a big town 
down on the Atlantic coast. He “lived 
a fast heat” so he says, so he finally 
lost his reckoning and drifted with the 
tide towards the golden north. He 
can tell you the name of every town 
of importance, every railway division 
and even down to the water tanks, on 
the, different roads that form the con- 
nection between Edmonton and the 
eastern coast. He got himself tangl- 
ed up with a party of gold enthusiasts 
at Edmonton and they started for 
Slave lake, Peace river, and any place 
north and west of that. They had 
more than their share of adventures 
(they all claim this) as far as they 
went; and that was up the Nelson to 
@ point where no white man had ever 
been before; There he wintered, zot 
back to St. dey in the spring, drift- 
ed dowa the Peace on a raft to the 
Crossing and came over the portage 
with a freghter; built a shack and 
laid/ in! a stock of potatoes and white- 
fish,got some: firewood and started in- 
to be: sociable with the natives. Falls 
into their easy, agreeable way of liv- 
ing, takes in all the tea dances, picked 
wp al little Cree, got a scarf td hold his 
trousers in place, wears mocasins and a 
Stetson hat, got his hair cut decent, 
wears a moose skin coat and German 
socks and before the winter is over, if 
he’ has luck, will gather in a team of 
bronchos, in some way or other, dig 
up an abandoned pair of bob-sleighs 
left by a fellow Klondiker with less

ROAD TO OMEN 
The British Columbia beard of trad= 
has takea up strongly the question of 
the improvement of means of ac- 
cess to the Omenica mines on the 


waters of Peace River. At present 
these mines are reached by two dis- 
tinet routes from the coast cities. One 
is a ‘coast route by way of the Skeena 
river and the other an interior route 
by way of Ashcroft and Quesnelle 
The following particulars regarding 
the respective routes are contained in 
[ a petition of a number of citizens of 
| Victoria addressed to the commission- 
er of public works for the province: 


Miles. 

Port Essington to Hazelton, 160 
Hazeiton to Omenica, 150 
Total, 310 
Miles. 

Vancouver to Ashcroft, 203 
Ashcroft to Quesnelle, 220 
Quesnelle to Omenica, 280 
Total, 703 


In the above comparison Vancouver 
anti Port’ Essington are treated as coast 
terminals, Inverness is 500 miles north 
cf Vancouver, but the freight rate by 
ocean steamer, is only $3 per ton. 

Owing! to the fact that there is rail- 
way connection with Ashcroft and a 
wagon road thence to Quesneile, the 
difference in the cost of transportation 
by the two routes is not in proportion 
to the difference in distance, but the 
advantage lies largely with the Skeena 
route, as is shown hereunder:

points are much more profitable to the 
carriers than those between Ashcroft 
and Omenica. 

The freight rates by river steamers 
from the coast to Hazelton have been 
high, amount of 
freight to be and to the ob- 
structions to navigation, which the 
Dominion government have now got 
men; at work removing. With enough 
work to justify steamers above and 
below, the caynon, transferring freight 
without loss of time, it is safe to say 
that the rate of $50 per ton up the 
Skeena could be materially reduced, 
and the rate paid the packers from 


Hazelton to Omenica is more than a 
fair 


owing to the small 
carried 


rate for the distance. 


On the other hand, the rates from 
Ashcroft to Omenica are not profitable 
to the carriers, having been cut to 
pieces, especially on the wagon road, 
through competition. 

The following resolution was final- 
ly carried: 

“That in the opinion of this board 
the proper policy for British Coumbia 
to adopt is wherever possible to open 
up the interior of the province by. the 
shorter routes from the coast, as by 
this means the cost of delivery of goods 
im the interior will be reduced to the 
lowest point possible, and which will 
build up the trade and industries of 
the, province.” 

While British Columbia people are 
disputing as to whether the coast 
or the interior route shouid be open- 
ed up, Edmonton has opportunities for 
placing freight in Omenica much more 
cheaply than it can be done by either 
of the British Columbia routes. The 
mavigation of Peace River right 
thrcugh the Rocky Mountains, is the 
advantage which Edmonton has. But 
in order thet that advantage shal! be 
improved two steamers are needed on 
Peace River, one above and the other 
below the Rocky Mountains portage. 
With these two steamers and the 
further improvement of the wagon 
road to Peace River which the ‘devel- 
opment of that country itself makes 
necessary, Edmonton as a producing 
base of supply could more than com- 
pete with any possible coast route no 
tmatier how much improved. Let no one 
look slightingly upon the development 
of trade with the mining regions. It is 
aur connection with and the develop- 
ment of the mining region of South- 
ern British Columbia that has given 
us the market for our produce that 
has made this the most prosperous and 
desirable part of the Northwest. To 
secure connection with the Omenica at 
the beginning of its development 
would add another string to our bow, 
and place our prosperity on that much 
a broader basis. If the trade of 
Omenica is worth while British Colum- 
bians quarreling about it is worth 
while Edmonton’s pushing to secure. 
In the north and west lies the assur- 
ance of our continued 
Lrosperity.

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CANADA AND THE EMPIRE. 

Nothing could be finer than the 
“Manner in which the call for men for 
Bouth Africa has been responded to 
throughout Canada, and particularly 
in the Northwest. While love of ad- 
venture may have some part in pro- 
ducing the ready response, there wa® 
something more in very many cases: 
The hurried nature of the call has 
made it necessary for men to drop 
whatever they were engaged in at a 
moment’s notice. Farmers have left 
their farms, artisans their employment 
and professional men th eir offices, with- 
out a chance to straighten their affairs 
Men

before starting to the front. 


all credit on themselves and friends 
and on the gountry to which they be- 
long. 

The idea that loyalty to the empire 
is one thing and patriotism or love of 
country is another has no longer - any 
place in Canada: Weare citizens of 
the empire, and net merely of Canada. 
Wherever the flag of the empire floats 


is our country, and the honor of the 
flag and the welfare of the empire is 
the honor snd welfare cf Canada. 

Let no one make this mistake that 
this is a new idea inCanada. It waS 
the idea upon which Canada 
founded and under which it has grown. 
But there was a possibility that as 
new generations grew up the old im- 
perial idea would be forgotten. Dut 
itis not so. Never before was the 
imperial idea as strong as now or as 
well formed. Formerly loyalty to the 
empire meaut loyalty to the past, now 
loyalty to the empire+4eans loyalty to 
the present and future. Canadians of 
to-day see that Canada can best work 
out her destiny as a part of the great- 
est empire and of the freest and most 
progressive nation of the world. The 
loyalty of the Canada of today is a 
loyalty of intelligent self interest. We 
help our friends in South Africa in 
order that we in turn may be helped, 
should the need arise. Canada is 
greater and freer as a part of a great 
federated empire than she would be as 
an independent country. To-day we 
look squarely in the face of the world 
without flinching, for we know that 
we have plenty of backing. Then we 
should be in danger from any pirati- 
cally inclined great power,—and there 


was 


are such. 

By the ready action of her brave 
sons, Canada stands universally higher 
in the estimation of the empire and of 
the world to-day than she did three 
months ago. Then she occupied space 
on the map and produced lumber, 
wheat, cattle, furs and gold. Today 
ghe is a living breathing force to be 
reckoned with by all, for it is now de- 
monstrated that she also produces 
men,—ready, and willing, and able to 
take their-places in the settlement of 
the most weighty affairs of the world 
by the most approved methods; ana 
that their interest is not confined to 
one continent or to one hemisphere, 


but extends around the world. 
——$— << ——— 


THE RIFLE. 

The present warin South Africa is 
the first to be fought with improved 
weapons handled by experts on both 
sides. ‘The results so far have shown 
that an increase in the range and 
rapid fire of the weapons increases the 
resisting power of a defensive force 
and makes position rather than num. 
bers the deciding factor. It also 
proves that notwithstanding al] the 
improvements in cannon which were 
expected to revolutionize warfare, the 
most deadly weapon of all if properly 
handled is the rifle, as improved. Their 
rifles and their marksmanship is what 
makes the Boer army dangerous, not 
their cannon, although of the latest 
pattern and however weil served they 
may be. Under the new conditions 
drill is suberdinated to marksmanship. 
This is a valuable pointer for Canada 
in the further organization of a defen- 


sive force. 
vidual marksmen of suilicient courage 
to be willing to risk themselves within 
range of the enemy's fire and sufficient 
intelligence to permit of their being 
advantageously disposed so that their 
marksm anship can be used to the best 


advantage. A minimun of drill and a 


maximum of rifle practice is what is 


wanted. Not rifle practice ata field 
target over a known range, but rifle 
practice under such conditions as 
would exist on the field of battle. By 
this system the Boers are enabled to 
put up afight which certainly chal- 
lenges admiration. Such a system is 
peculiarly suited to the conditions un- 
der which Canada, can keep up aa effec- 
tive defensive force. Rifle associations 
under military authority could easily 
be formed and kept up throughout the 
country with just enough military drill | 
and discipline to hold them together. 
Far better have a lot of men who can 
use their rifles effectively on the enemy 
as a target than a lot of men unable to 
use their rifles, and only drilled to be 
targets themselves, There are fea- 
tures of the military system of the 
Transvaal, which is che light of recent 
events, Canada cannot do better than 
adopt. Itisafact that even in the 
permanent forces of Canada the atten- 
tion paid to the effective use of the 
rifle is mdiculously and disgracefully 
small. . Of course cartridges cost 
money. But of what use is it to keep 
up a military force at a tremendous 
expense from year to year and then 
in order to save afew thousand dol- 
lars in ammunition allow all that ex- 
pense to go for nothing for lack of the 
ability to shoot straight, which only 
cumes by practice ?

WHO CAUSED THE WAR. 

Theodore Schreiner, brother of the 

premier of Cape Colony and of the 
novelist Olive Schreiner has given his 
views as to the causes of the present 
wer in South Africa. They are all the 
more notable because of their diverg- 
ence from the expressions of 
the novelist and the “on the fente” 
attitude of the premier. Although 
not so well known to the outside world 
as are his brother and_ sister, Mr. 
Schreiner, is one of the most prominent 
men in Cape Colony—a man of streng 
chiracter and keen intelligence, and 
generally esteemed on account of his 
temperane> and religious work. He is 
of Dutch descent, and is a native Af- 
rikander, but his sympathies are 
strongly pro-British in ‘the present 
treuble. Mr. Schreiner denounces Mr. 
Reitz, the ‘Transvaal secretary of 
state, as the chief author of the war. 
“For seventeen years,” he writes, in 
a letter to the Cape Times, “I have 
watched the propaganda for the over- 
throw of Britisb power in South Africa 
being ceaselessly spread by every pos- 
sible means—the press, the pulpit ,the 
platform, the schools, the colleges, the 
legislature—until it has culminated in 
the present war, cf which Mr. Reitz 
and his co-workers are the origin and 
cause. Believe me, sir, the day on 
which F, W. Reitz sat down to pen 
his ultimatum to Great Britain was 
the proudest and happiest moment of 
his life, and one which had for long 
years been looked forward-to by him 
with eager, longing expectation. “He 
and his co-workers are the origin and 
plotted, worked prepared for this war; 
and the only matters in’ connection 
with it in which they ure disappointed 
are, firstly, that they; would rather 
the war had come several years later, 
so that their, anti-British propagand1 
might more fuliy nave permeated the 
country; secondly, that they would 
like to have declared, war against 
England at a time when she would be 
involved in some great struggle with 
a foreign power, instead of at a time 
when she is free to give all her attan- 
tion to South Africa; and, lastly, they 
are disappointed in finding out that 
English soldiers can fight.”

ELEVATOR COMBINE. 
Regina Leader. 

We followed with some care the 
trend of the evidence given through- 
out the country before the Elevator 
Commission, and have seen noth‘ng 
in that evidence to effectively dispel 
the impression that the same kind of 
ai combine exists this season as existed 
last season, except that this season it 
is more complete. The combine last 
year, so "we were informed by Mr. 
Connell.and other authorities,~ was 
effected by the union of the elevator 
owners and grain companies. Thsare 
is a similar union this year and its 
effect is more pronounced than !ast 
year.: Its course is more arbitrary 
this year. Independent buyers were 
‘allowed space in the Regina elevator 
last year and they are: shut out of it 
this year; and but for the existence of 
an elevator. at the Regina flour mill 
there would be no independent buyer 
on this market this year. Scores of 
reputable witnesses testified before 
the Elevator Commission their con- 
viction that a combine is in effectual 
operation this season. The combine 
is the organization known as_ the 
Norihwest Elevator Association, in 
which body Mr. Connell swears to his 
membership.

WESTERN CATTLE. 
Exporting’ western cattle did not 
really begin until first week in 


August, although one lot of fancy beef 
steers was ‘ferwarded to Montreal 
about the middle of July. Since the 
shipping season opened, however, the 
weekly movement through Winnipeg 
has averaged: nearly 2,009 head and 
the aggregate number of beef cattle 
from Manitoba and the Territories for- 
warded to Montreal and from thence 
to: over-sea markets during the season 
has been 31,938 head. A year age the 
number was 40,000 head, which shows 
that ihere has been a falling off this 
year. The number shipped from Mani- 
toba and Eastern Assiniboia was 12,- 
000, the remainder coming from the 
range country. 

In addition to the abova movement of 
fat cattle the extensive stocker bus- 
iness whith has sprung up in Manitoba 
and Eastern Assiniboia in the past 
two years has heén continued and this 
year shows a larger movement than 
ever. The total number sold has been 
35,000 head, 25,000 of which were 
from Maniteba and 10,000 from Fast- 


ern Assiniboia. Of the 25,- 
690 sold in Manitoba, 15,000 went 
to the Territorial ranges and 10,- 
000 to the United States. Of the 10,- 


000 sold in Eastern Assiniboia, 5,000 
went to the western ranges and 5,009 
to the United States. These figures 
show that 1899 has been the largest 
stocker year yet. Added to the 32,009 
head of beef cattle shipped east this 
makes a total trade in cattle of 67,000 
head. Last year the number of stock- 
ers sold numbered 19,000 head and the 
total number of cattle 59,000 head. It 
ean, hardiy be held in the light of the 
above analysis of shipments that the 


intrease shown this year over 
the previous season is an 
altegether gratifying one as 
the practice of selling young cattie 


before they are fit for beef is general- 
ly regarded as a short-sighted one on 
the part of the farmers. In the two 


years during. which Manitoba farmers 
have, made it @ practice to do this the 
ecuntry has been practicaily stripped 


of its reserves of beef stock and this 
year many have sold their stock down 
to six months’ old calves. The effect of 
this was seen to sume extent 
spring when the country was threat- 
ened for a time with actual shortage of 
beef and the price was forced 
up by speculators to an unreasonable 
figure in consequence thereof. ‘Th's 
practice has'also contributed to some 
extent to the falling off in eastern 
shipments as it is certain that if the 
large number of young cattle which 
have been sold to go to the United 
States in the past three years had been 
retained in the country they would 
have figured largely in this year’s beef 
exports. 

Since the opening of the shipping 
season the Territorial ranges have 
suffered from an outbreak of mange 
—brought.into the country by tramp 
United States cattle—and the govern- 
ment was obliged in the interests of 
the trade generally to quarantine the 
herds of Southwestern Assiniboia and 
Southern Alberta in consequence of 
which shipments from those parts 
were held back somewhat. On repre- 
sentation from the. cattlemen, how- 
ever, and’ with the advice of the of- 
ficial veterinarians ihe regulations 
‘were relaxed so as not to interfere 
with the movement of healthy cattle. 


last 


Besides the movement of cattle east 
of the Rocky Mountains which alone 
has been dealt with in the above 
figures, there has been a large and 
intreasing demand for cattle, sheep 
and hogs from British Columbia and 
the} mining regions of the Yukon. 

When the tale of the cattle ship- 
ments has: been told it practically 
completes--the live stock exports of 
‘Western Canada as for the past two 
years there have been no shipments 
to speak of of horses, sheep orm hogs. 
Up to two years ago a fairly respect- 
able business was done with the out- 
side world iu each of these kinds of 
animals, but apparently the farmers of 
the west have found them unprofit- 
able, as they have not only ceased 
raising them for shipment, but pro- 
duction has fallen off so much that 
large numbers have actually to be 
brought in.from the east and south 
—horses coming largely from the Unit- 
ed States—to supply the home re- 
quiremerts. This year there is, how- 
ever, a noticeable increase in the pro- 
duction of hogs in Manitoba and of 
sheep in some sections of the Ter- 
ritories, notably the Maple Creek and 
Lethbridge districts. It is understood 
that there are now upwards of fifteen 
sheep; ranches in the Maple Creek dis- 
trict which have been very success- 
ful and the Mormon settlers in’ the 
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is utterly inadequate, has led to very 
large importations from the prairies 
of the United States and from Ontazio, 
out of which a number of traders have’ 
been making very good proiits this 


year.

As regards the prices realized for 
live stock this year, they have fluctu- 


ated but very. little, The ex- 
port market for cattle opened at 
about 41-2c off cars Winnipeg, 


and has ranged from that price down 
to 31-2c for choice steers. For a 
while in the spring as high as 5c was 
being paid for stall fed animals for 
local consumption owing to the fears 
of scarcity. Stocker cattle sold st 
$18 to $22 for two year * olds. 
Most of the yearlings realized $14.50 
per head. For sheep the market open- 
ed) at*from. 5 to 51-2c and has ranged 
from $12 to $16 per head for yearlings 
from those figures down to 4c, and 
for hogs the market has ranged from 
41-2c to 5c, selected weights, Horses 
have been: selling throughout the sea- 
son at from $125 to $175 éach for 
working grades. 

Shipments of cattle from Montreal 
to Great Britain during the past sea- 
son were smalier than in 1898, aggre- 
gating 82,889 head, 11,894 head of 
which were from the United States. 
Besides these, 1,144 head were ship- 
ped from Quebec. About 30,000 head 
of Canadian cattle went abroad 
through Uniied States ports, which 
caused a falling off in Canadian ship- 
ments. A large business was done in 
shipping stockers from Ontario and 
Quebec to southern points. The aver 
age price paid ior fat cattle at coun- 
try points was $60, which is about 
$5.00 above previous years. Ocean 
freight rates ruled Jower during most 
of the season than in previous. years, 
and were only seriously advanced 
when the South African war broke 
out. Prices for Canadian cattle, af. 
Liverpool ranged throughout the sea 
son from 101-2 to 1Zc per pound, 
estimated dressed weight. A very 
profitable export business in sheep and 
horses was also carried On in addition 
to the cattle trade,

VEGREVILLE. 

E. L. Poulin, postmaster at Vegre- 
ville, v-as in town on Saturday. Vegre- 
ville is the most easterly settlement 
directly tributary to Edmonton. It is 
situated on Birch Creek, a tributary 
ofthe Vermillion river, about 15 miles 
beyond the southerly part of Beaver 
lake. The distance from Edmonton by 
direct line is about 69 miles. Iu winter 
the trip can be made in about thig dis- 
tante across the Beaver Hills, but the 
summer trail is about 90 miles in 
length passing around the north end 
of the hills and by way of Fort’ Saskat- 
bkhewan. There are eleven, homesteads 
occupied in the settiement. Messrs. 
Ross and Cole, delegates from Minne- 
sota, took up 24 more homesteads last 
summer for settlers expected during 
the coming season: A steam thresher 
is owned in the settlement by Mr. Ed. 
Dennis, and the _ threshing is about 
completed. The grain was injured 
last summer to some extent by 
gophers, and as in other parts of the 
district some of the wheat was cut too 
green. Most of the yrain crop is fed 
to stock as the distance to haul to 
town is too great. 
good as at present two and a half days 
are required tc come in with a load 
and, two days to go back light. There 
is a very large area of fine country 
surrounding Vezreville, its only draw- 
back keing distance from railway. The 
proposed line from Prince Albert to 
Edmonton for which a charter was 
secured by Mackenzie & Mann at last 
session of parliament will open up- 


this region. 


INCREASING TRADE. 

The trade returns of the Domin- 
ion for five months ending Novem- 
ber 30 last compared with the same 
period last year show that the couun- 
try is still enjoying an era of cpros- 
perity and thai this is in reality 
Canada’s growing time. ‘Compared 
with 1898 there is an increase in the 
aggregate trade of the country for 
the past five months of over $17,000,- 
000. This is exceedingly satisfactory 
as last year’s trade was far in excess 
of any previous year. There was an 
increase in duty of $1,637,000. The 
imports increased by over $16,000,000
